Spitfires + and Hurricanes are 
stationed at strategic points where 
they ure ready at a moment's 
notice to take on invading aircraft, 
whatever thelr numbers. Thanks 
to radio and other means, they 
always know where to look for the 
enemy. In daylight the fighters 
can “usually find them unalded 
without great difficulty, but on 
cloudy days they are often guided 
by the grey-black bursts of anti- 
aireraft shells. 


At night it is very much more 
dificult, but the searchlights often. 
give them valuuble help. Fre- 
quently, when the weather js kind 
to them, the bombers cannot be 
picked up before they have drop-. 
ped their bombs, but a proportion 
meet thelr fate when they are try- 
ing to get home.

The RAF. fighter pilot has a 
hard Hfe. Like Mr. Micawber, he. 
spends a great deal of his time 
waiting for something to turn up, 
Every time, the call for action 
comes he is going out to fight for 
his life, usually against numerical- 
ly superior forces, 

But he Jaughs at the popular 
bellef that this dally Mfeennd-death 
struggle imposes on unbearable 
strain. on his nerves, He has. 
complete confidence in his machine 
and the assurance of past victories 
thut he can outmanoeuvre his ad- 
versary. He is not going out to 
fight for his life but to make the 

"enemy tight desperately for, his 
own: 


A fighter pilot has a specialised 
training, He learns the art of air 
combat from A to Z before he 
gocs into action. By the time he 

‘ Joins an operational squadron he 
is an experienced flyer, well versed 
in tneties; and, in the air, man ond 
muchine are harmoniously merged 
into one. The ‘actual guiding of 
the aeroplane js subconscious, 
leaving the pilot’s mind free to 
deal with the business of how best 
to destroy the enemy. 


In these days of constant enemy 
raids the RAF. fighter pilot

Medical Opinions 
In Trial 


Macao, Oct. 29. 

The case in which Mr. Fernando ; 
Rodrigues is charged with the at-' 
tempted murder. of Dr. Gostavo 
Nolasco was continued to-day before 
a crowded court, The case has taken 
precedence over wll other matters In 
the publilc interest, and its develop- 
ments are followed keenly, 

Among the witnesses heard were 
Mr. Jose Nolasco da Silva und Mr. 
Pedro Nolasco da Silva, who were 
close to the scence where Dr. Nolasco 
.was shot and injured. In the course 
of the hoaring it was established that 
Mr. Rodrigues did not proceed fo the 
place with the express intention of 
meeting; Dr, Nolasco, but. had gone 
there on business with Dr. Vila 
Franca; on meeting Dr. Nolasco, as he 
left his car, and following heated 
words und a scume, defendant had 
fired, as previously reported. 

Captain Libanio Gomes was utse 
called, jynd gave it as his opinion that 
Mr. Rodrigues was not a peaceable 
citizen; while Mr. Carlos Vasconcelos 
sald) that his dealings with Mr. 
Rodrigues did not reveal that defen- 
dant was particularly aggressive 

Medical Opinion 
Dr. Vargus Moniz was of opinion 


that Mr, Rodrigues would not be per-~ 
fectly: normal, and possibly. lost all 
sense of proportion at certain times. 
He admitted, under cross examina- 
tion, that he believed Mr. Rodrigues 
would know that he was doing wrong 
while in a temper, but still he would 
not old him entirely responsible. 

Dr. Carlos de Mello Leituo sald that 
he considered Mr, Rodrigues was 
casily angered, and he felt sure that 
he had no intention of killing Dr. 
Nolasco, though he might have want- 
ed to hurt him, He felt thit he was 
impulsive‘ and’ easily provoked. 

Dr, Cassiano Fonseca. as u phy- 
sician, said that he did not believe 
Mr. Rodrigues was quite normal, and 
very Ukely did certain things not of 
his own volition. He felt inclined to 
classify him ag a sick man. 

Dr. Gomes dos Santos also gave his 
opinion as a physician that Mr. 
Rodrigues was not normal ot all, und 
was certalnly suffering from some 
mental_ailment_which_led_him_to_do.

In Trial 


- Macio, Oct, 2d. 

The cause in which Mr. Fernando; 
Rodrigues js charged with the at-' 
tempted murder of Dr. Gostavo 
Nolasco wus continued to-day before 
a crowded court. The case has taken 
precedence over all other matters in 
the public Interest, and its devclop- 
ments are followed keenly. 

Among the witnesses heard were 
Mr. Jose Nolasco da Silva and Mr. 
Pedro Nolusco da Silva, who were 
close to the scene where Dr. Nolascy 
was shot and Injured. In the course 
of the hearing it was established that 
Mr. Rodrigues did not proceed fo the 
plaice with the express ‘intention of 
meeting Dr, Nolasco, but had gone 
there on business . with Dr, 
Franea; on mecting Dr, Nolasco, 
left his car, und following heated 
words and a scuffle, defendant hid 
fired, as previously reported, 

Captain Libanio Gomes was als 
called, and gave It as his opinion that 
Mr. Rodrigues was not a peaceable 
citizen; while Mr. Carlos Vasconcellus 
suld that his dealings with Mr. 
Rodrigues did not reveal that defen- 
dant was purticularly aggressive. 

Medical Opinion 

Dr. Vargas Moniz was of opinion 
that Mr. Rodrigues would not be per- 
fectly normal, and possibly lost all 
sense of proportion at certain times. 
He admitted, under cross examinu- 
tion, that he believed Mr. Rodrigues 
would know that he was doing wrong 
while in a temper, but still he would 
not hold him entirely responsible.
